Frozen fastnesses near the north of 
the Muskokwim held secret Sunday 
a grim tragedy in which floods were 
reported to have wiped one &cven 
Eskimo villages. 


The bodies of numerous vict.ms 


were found encased in ice. Inloi- 
mation reaching here was that the 
floods struck a, great stretch of 
country, possibly several hundred 
square miles in extent, Just before 
Christmas. The report was brought 
overland to the mouth of the Yukon 
and mailed here In a letter. 


After the waters from numerous

Many applications for forest tree 


seedlings arc being received by the 
Pennsylvania department of forests 
and waters for delivery during the 
coming spring planting season be- 
ginning about the middle of March. 


Requests for trees are being filled 


in the order in which they are re- 
ceived, hence early applicants will 
have first choice of stock. Owing 
to the fact that the quantity of 
some varieties, such as red pine and 
Norway spruce, is limited. John W. 
Keller, deputy secretary of the de- 
partment, suggests that prospective 


I tree planters place their orders 
early. 


Two sizes of trees are available in 


tthe state forest nurseries for dis-^ 
tribution this year. Seedlings range 
in height from 4 to 7 inches from 
the ground to the tip, and sell at 
S2 per thousand. Transplants, small 
seedlings which have been trans- 
planted, are larger and stockier 
plants, have larger root systems, and 
sell at $5 per thousand. 


Among the kinds of trees avail- 


able for planting are white, red, 
pitch and Scotch pines; spruce, 
larch, red oak, white ash and wal- 
nut.

The Rev."Mr. Beam then turned 


his sermon to "the condition of the 
negro people of today. In the south 
the colored race is still handicap- 
ped by the unchristian prejudices of 
the white people. This was exem- 
plified by a story of an accident in 
which two colored women weer in- 
jured, and both died because they 
would not be admitted to a hos- 
pital' for white people. 


Commenting on negro education
